Snags (dead, standing trees without leaves or needles in the crowns) and green
hazard trees present a significant threat to wildland firefighter safety. Live, green
trees weakened by insects, disease, weather, fire, and age presents another hazard
and they can also fall without notice.

Environmental conditions that increase risk from hazard trees: Strong or gusty winds
from storm cells. Strong winds can have a big effect on green trees as the crowns
catch more wind.

Major Hazards and Risks:

e DRIVING: Road surface changes. Slow down! Freezing temperatures at night and into early morning.

Slick roads after periods of rain or snow could be experienced across the fire area. Adjust vehicle travel
accordingly. Give right of way and plenty of room to large truck traffic. Use radio communication to avoid the
need to back long distances to pull outs. Don’t park in turn arounds. Use spotter when pulling off of road
surface to park or turn around.

HAZARD TREES: The change in soil moisture and the possible erosion of newly exposed soils
around tree root systems may cause trees that have previously been secure to become unstable.
Watch for signs of erosion, soil movement and cracking around the base of trees, Keep a strong
situational awareness of the risks in your work area and re-evaluate as your location and conditions change.
SLIPS, TRIPS and FALLS: The change in weather conditions will have a big impact on footing,
both on the fireline and in camp. Be aware of the change and adjust foot placement, walking speed
and loads carried as needed.
